Andinta 
this milerie, O Chziſtian people, haue thy 
wicked wales, and peruerſe cogitations, cau⸗ 
ſed thee to come and kall into. Foꝛ J haue 
ſent vnto thee al theſe troubles and plagues, 
becauſe thou haddeſt no will to hearken vn⸗ 
to mp woꝛd, but hat tranſgrelſed my Com⸗ 
maundements , J haue ſent my joꝛophetes 
vnto pou all, and you haue retcfed them, and 
would not heare them, But caurrariwiſe, 

| vou 
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vou haue giuen credite rather vnto pes, ann 
would not be conuerted. J haue alwaies at⸗ 
tended a lõg while, and there is not one that 
hath called vppon mee in trueth, iudgement. 
and iuſtice, doing thoſe things which were 
pleaſing and acceptable vnto God mp Fa⸗ 
ther. And yet loꝛ all this, you haue not retur⸗ 
ned and come vnto mee, doing penaunce foꝛ 
pour wicked life, and repenting pou of pour 
ſinnes, but haue ſet at naught my woꝛd, aud 
Councelles, neither was my wiledome in |. gy 
vou. UCherefozc, J haue giuen you gall foꝛ 
your dꝛinke, and fed you with moſt bitter 
meates: That is to ſay, J haue bene conten- 
ted, that you ſhould be fed wich the doctrines 
and Commaundements of men, and haue 
hid my woꝛd from you. Foz, J haue ſent pou 
ſuch an extreame famine thereof,as that pou 
runne and goe from moꝛne to euen, and pet 
are not able to ſinde any thing wherewith to 
ſatiſtie you, Mou haue runne euen vnto this 
day, and gone many voyages , into diuers 
places and ſtraunge Negions: Some, to 
Rome, to Sainc lames, oꝛ to Ieruſalem: 
Some to our Lady of Auuergue, to our La 
die of Ayx, to our Ladie of Clery, Burgh 
God, Boloigne, oꝛ Charters, to S. Maine, 
Sainct Huberd, Sainct Claude, S. Fiacre, 


and Sainct Sebaſtian: laſtly, to Saint Wil- 
liam 


Ham of Bourges, nd bnto infinite and innu⸗ 
merable other places, in which ye neuer yet 
fot the true fode ts feede your poꝛe ſoules 
withall:foꝛ my holy woꝛd was neuer taught 
u in thoſe plates, whereby you might haue 
ne deltuered from your griefes and finnes, 
and learned the right and true way to come 
to the kingdome ok heauen: but were ſpoyled 
and robbed of all your ſubſtance and wealth. 
And although euen now in the very laft 
ende ok pour perſecution, anguifh, and afflic- 
tion, vou crye out vnto me, aud ſap, Loꝛd Je⸗ 
ſus helpe vs, vet might J, of very right, and 
iuſtly aunſwere you, oꝛ aſke you, where are 
vour Gods which you haue made choyte of, 
to woꝛſhippe, ſerue, and call vpon? Let them 
now tiſe vp and helpe you, and deliuer von 
out of this miſerie, anguiſh, and arfliqian, ac. 
toꝛding to the number of the Cities wherein 
pot haue pour ſtrange Gods, And although 
des all this, (O Chiiſtian people) mp 
Spouſe whom J haue eſpouſed, and to whii 
poũ haue giuen your faith in mariage, that 
thou haſt many tymes fallen to Foꝛnication 
and Adulterie, giuing thy ſelfe oner thereby 
to a great number of others, and haſt deſpi⸗ 
ſed and fozſaken mee, pet will J not auenge 
my ſelfe on thee, onely pet returne vnto mee, 
end J will moſt willingly 3 thee:fo2 -- 
wi 
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will not. foz all this, turnt my face and mer? 
tie away from ther: fo2 Jam the holy one of 
Ilraell, gentle, kind, aud mercitul, and mpne 
p2e laſteth not foꝛ euer. Returne vnto me, 
and hearken vnto me, that my loule may liue 
fo2 euer, and J will make a newe cauenaunt 
with ther, vea, a kouenaunt of comfozt., iope, 
and peace, and not of affliction. Fon „IJre⸗ 
member mpne inkallible pꝛomiſe: chat is ta 
ſay, the pꝛomiſe which I haue made by mp 
faithfull ſeruaunts the Pꝛophetes vuto all 
Chꝛiſlians: And namelp,by the Pꝛophet E- 
zechiel: ſaying in this wiſe , J will deliuer 
my Sheepe from the hand and power of ra⸗ 
ueuing Qolues, and the Shepheards ſhall 
no moꝛe feede themſelues, but will take as 
way and deliuet my Shope from their kee- 
ping # feeding. Anon after it is moꝛe plainly 

ſpoken by the Pꝛophet Jeremiah, ſaying: In 
thoſe dates J will turne mee vnto vou, and 
haue mercie and pitie vpon pou, And then J 
will take pou foꝛ my people, and will be pour 
GD D, beſtowing Paſrozs vpon pot accop- 
ding ta my hearts deſire, who ſhall feede you 
with mp doctrine. Foz, J take no pleaſure in 
pour death, bitt am rather ſozis fo2 it, and it 
would pleaſe me better to ſee} you conuerted, 
that vou might liue. Aud thertoꝛe leaue pour 
Celternes which pou haue made for pour 
ſclucs, 
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dynke pou ſhaibe ſatifned toꝛ euer, and neuer 


be dꝛye, neither yet be in any maner or frare, 
hut came vnto me conſtauntiy with all hope: 


foꝛ J am gentle, mœc, and humbte ot heart. 
Seeke me while J map be found, call vpan 


me when J am at hande, leaue pour wichen 


waies, peruerſe imaginations, and flaunde- 
rous Rinde of life. J 

Then calling againe to mind? m 1202 
meſſe oiade vnto pou, and this aiwaies a- 
uaileahie contract, that is made betwene au 
and me, cauſe it againe to bee publiſhed, any 
murlammed by the ſaund of the Trumpet in 
all placeg of Chꝛiſtendome, making it to bee 
dnderſtode, and commaunding in the name 
of God my Father, me, and my holy ſpirite, 
that as many of vou as are a thirſt, and ves 
fire true righteouſneſſe, that vou came to the 
liuely Qaters of my holy Scripture, recei⸗ 
uing my holy Goſpell alone, and reieaing al 
other doctrines whatſocuer, whether they be 
humaine, oꝛ helliſh.

this pꝛeient Commandement. and recetulng 
my holy Goſpel fo2 a full defence, Foz, S am 

by my ęternall pꝛouideute determined, ſud⸗ 

bamiy to put ta death and deſirove all myne 
Siems, and utolently recouer my Caſcle, 
Which chꝛaugh pour 2 and ſecuri⸗ 
tie, thev detame and poſſeſle , And therefoze 
my god and faithfull friends, make haſte and 
ſtay not. Gather your ſelues together in true 
1 loue 
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TOW ind vnitie of kach and march vnder my 
Enigne, followtag mee as pour 49tnce, 
Guide, and Captarne , by the ſounde of the 
Erumpet of my vahaunt Champton and 
puiNant Army,by whom J hatte begunne to 
p2oflapme my Editt and Commaundement 
All the woꝛld oner for theſe 25.0 30. yeares:
